Athens, Dec. 19. 

The Greek Foreign 
Minister, Mr Evangelos 
Averoff, tonight listed 
as “unacceptable” 
seven of the constitu- 
tional provisions = in 
the Radcliffe report 
on Cyprus published 
today.
